The Tipping'Evil 


F 


OR several months we have been in receipt monthly of a 


little publication entitled "The Commercial Bribery And', 
Tipping Review," a new star in the journalistic firmament which, 
has for its sole object the waging of relentless warfare against 
two forms of petty graft, the giving of bribes in commercial 
transactions and tips for services performed by those who re- 
ceive a regular wage. 
v 
Commercial bribery, not yet wholly common in ordinary 


business life, is said to be growing. An example would be that 
of theepaint man who bribes the shop superintendent to recom- 
mend his goods, which possibly are of inferior type, and to 
knock the goods, of a competitor, or a certain type of railway 
employe who brazenly holds up the consignee on a bill of goods 
and urgently in need of immediate shipment. Purchasing agents 
for large concerns say that this form of temptation is more com- 
mon now than ever before. 
This is an evil which might possibly be reached by law. 
Indeed, the United States is about the only advanced commer- 
cial nation that has does not deal severely with this form of cor- 
ruption. The commercial codes of most European nations strike 
vigorously at this evil. In this country four great organizations 
are now supporting bills calculated to cope with this abominable 
practice. 
, .

The little publication above named a^so is making a strcnu-j 


our fight against the tipping evil. It would seem that chances ot J 
success in this respect are scant indeed. It is striking some hara | 
blows and undoubtedly is wholly right in its contentions. But 
it has tackled a tough proposition in the way of reform. 


• 
The tipping evil flourished for generations, perhaps cen- 


' turies, in Europe before it gained a foothold here. In the older 
countries it has almost been reduced to a science. It at least is 
performed with much more discretion and conservatism there 
than here. It might even be said to do less harm for that reason 
there than with us. 
. 
In the United States, it is almost needless to say, tipping 
has been overdone since'ita introduction. The American's love 
of ostentatious display, his fear of appearing short in the eyes 
of the beneficiary of Ms largesses, his shame in the presence of 
others of appearing to be unable to give as much as they and 
frequently his inordinate desire to "cut a great splurge, have 


- combined to make tipping in most American cities both vulgar 


and ridiculous. 
Time was when to accept a tip in this country was incom- 


patible with the then existing standards of American manhood, 
To offer a tip was then properly regarded an insult and likely as 


' not to be resented with a blow. But, alas, those days have gone

places where trifling services can be performed, there are now 
Bwarms of menials who willingly assume the role and apparent- 
ly take pride in their voluntary servitude.

Within the past few -weeks H has 


become plainly evident that it will re- 
quire very unusual weather conditions 
to mature the growing corn 
crop 


properly. This means that vigorous j 
action must be taken by the farmers 
to select and properly store their BUP- | 
ply of seed corn as soon as possible. 
,We will face a seed corn situation 
'next spring that will be fully as bad 
'as that of tile spring of 1918. In fact 
the outlook ut presant is not. as favor- 
able as it was the same time In the 
fall of 1917. But there is this differ- 
ence: in the fall of 1917 there were 
only a few counties that had a well or- 
ganized farm bureau. Now practically 
all of the counties including our own
